WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Census office 
officials are worried by hordes of hungry 
rats which have infested the bullding in 
search of food left by employes of the bu- 
reau. Every effort is being made to. keep 
the hundreds of feminine clerks from 
learning the truth. The rats are from the 
Old Tiber creek. over which the census 
bureau is built. They are continually grow- 
ing bolder. Today the officials imported a 
new consignment of traps. Strenuous war- 
fare is about to be waged against the ro- 
dents. The plan proposed is to shut the 
rats in the cellar by putting wire netting 
over the ceiling of the cellar.

OVERGROWN BY WEEDS 


PENNSYLVANIA’S FIRST SENA- 
TOR LIES IN NEGLECTED SPOT. 


‘eves MARKED “SAM’L M’CLAY” 


Strange Traits of One-Time Able 
Statesman Recalled by Finding 
His Tomb. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LEWISBURG, Pa., Aug. 26.—Amid a 
growth of rank weeds and tangied under- 
growth, surrounded by a crumbling brick 
wall, on the farm of T. Howard Green, 
near this city, stands the dilapidated ménu- 
ment which marks the grave of Samuel 
McClay, who was the first United States 
Senator from Pennsylvania. A thunderbolt 
and the ensuing destruction of a nearby 
barn the other day was necesary to call 
attention once more to the forgotten tomb. 

The burial plot is in a broad field near 


the old MecClay mansion, and in plain 
sight from the public road. 

amuel.McClay was an able statesman 
and ¢closely conected with the early history 
of Pennsylvania. In the revolutionary war 
he was lientenant-colonel. He was a man 
of imposing presence and scholarly tastes, 
but much averse to ostentation. To illus- 
trate the latter trait it is said that he 
brought home from Lancaster a handsome 
carriage, and after taking his family to 
church in it the following Sunday and no- 
ticing the attention it attracted, he de- 
cided it should never again leave his car- 
riage house. 


WILL EXCLUDE THE GERMANS 


Bitter Feeling in Russia Augmented by 
the Recently Enacted Tariff 
Regulations. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 26.--The pre- 
vailing anti-German feeling in Russia has 
greatly increased since the proposed new 
German tariff has been made public. This 
is particularly true of Poland, where, even 
under normal conditions, great radical ani- 
mosity exists between the Teutonic and 


Slav elements of the population. 

In any case, it seems certain that the 
Russian government will shortly take steps 
to prevent the immigration of Germans 
into Russian Poland. There are, at pres- 
ent, according to official figures, no fewer 
than 600,000 foreigners in the province of 
Warsaw, of whom &2 per cent are Ger- 
mans. According to the same figures, 13,629 
foreigners, the majority of whom are Ger- 
mans, own real estate in the province. 
of this real estate in the 
hands of foreigners is 420,000,000 roubles. 
The numerous industrial establishments in 
the province of Warsaw are now nearly all 
in the possession of Germans. As. the 
wealth of the rich district of Warsaw is 
thus concentrated in the hands of Em- 
peror William's subjects, it is easy to fore- 
see what would happen in the event of a 
Russo-German war. 

The “German” problem in Poland Is cer- 
tainly not one of the least important which 
the Russian government will be called upon 
to solve in the near future. 

The new German tariff bill fs principally 
directed against Russia. The importation 
of Russian wheat into Germany was par- 
ticularly disastrous to the Agrarians, By 
excluding Russian cereals, Germany has 
undoubtedly dealt a severe blow to Russian 
agriculture. 
man manufacturers will pay dearly for 
the triumph of the Agrarians. Hitherto 
the annual exports of manufactured 
cles from Germany to Russia amounted 
to considerably more than $100,000,000., 

The manufacturers of Breslau will suffer 
considerably by the cutting off of this 
large market for their products, and while 
the new German tariff has caused con- 
sternation in agricultural districts in Rus- 
sia, it has been received with undisguised 
delight by Russian manufacturers,

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aug. 26.—Henry 
Noles, a negro, who criminally assaulted 
and brutally murdered Mrs, Williams, wife 
of a prominent farmer last Friday, was 


burned at the stake yesterday. The negro 
was taken from the officers by a mob that 
numbered thousands and a procession three 
miles long followed to the scene of the 
crime. The negro confessed the deed and 
died without making the slightest outcry.

NO CHANGE IN THE PHILIPPINES 


In Ireland the Cardinal Advised Irish- 
men With Talents to Stay at Home 
and Use Them. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—‘‘I can convey to 
the people of the United States,” said 
Cardinal Gibbons in an interview last night, 
“the welcome news that Pope Leo is en- 
joying excellent health. I received from him 
the assurance that no changes will be 
made by the church in the administration 
of religious affairs in the Philippines. 
Cuba or Porto Rico. 


“While in London I met Bishop Chap- 
ell of New Orleans, the Pope’s apostolic 
elegate to the Philippines, following the 
trouble with the friars. The Spanish bish- 
op of Manila will be retained. Many im- 
provements were made during the visit of 
the bishop to Manila and the Pope is sat- 
isfied with the administration of affairs 
there. 

“During my visit in London I was the 
guest of Cardinal Vaughn.

‘““My three audiences with the Pope, the 
last on June 20, were the most gratifying 
features of my sojourn abroad. He is a 
wonderful man and possesses wonderful 
Vitality. It is my intention to see that 
a8 many Catholic teachers as possible are 
Sent to Cuba and Porto Rico to found 
Schools. Soon after my return home I 
will call a conference of archbishops in 
Baltimore. Reports that I suffered from ill- 
ness soon after landing in Naples were er- 
roneous. They tell me everyone has suf- 
fered here from the heat. I have suf- 
fered from the cold. . 

‘Among my first duties on returning to 
Baltimore will be the filling of the bish- 
Opric of Florida, made vacant by the 
death of Bishop Moore.”

A formal complaint against Building 
Commissioner C, F, Longfellow, charging 
him with oppression in office, was received 
by Acting Mayor Hornsby Monday morning 
from Thomas Warren, real estate and com- 
mission dealer at 202-204 North Second 
sireet.

NORDSTROM'S CASE. 


The law’s delay, which has been a subject for comment 
from time immemorial, was never more strikingly shown than 
in the case of Charles W. Nordstrom, whose picture appeared 
exclusively in Friday’s Post-Dispatch. 

Nordstrom has just been hanged at Seattle for a murder 
committed nine years ago. For all that time, clever lawyers 
and accommodatfng courts have stayed the hand of justice. 
During all those years and months Nordstrom lived in hope— 
a hope that must have been itself a gorture, broken by more 
or less frequent crises when the trap and rope seemed al- 
mast ready for him. 

This case appears to be more tragic even ,than the cele- 
brated chancery suits, in which property is the object of liti- 
gation. Here a man’s life was the shuttlecock, tossed from 
lawyer to court and back again for nine long years, only to be 
engulfed by the ignominious death. deserved at last. 

We may laugh at or condemn the lawyers and courts who 
thus make justice seem halting. But who could envy Nord- 
strom his seeming good luck? His was a living death. Most 
persons would much prefer a short shrift and a quick ending 


of the tragedy. 
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It seems that the United States are bound by treaty to 
support the Colombian government, regardless of any ques- 
tion of justice involved.

When the Vessel Foundered, but 
the Vessel Was Saved.

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—Sitting in the bow 
of a small rowboat, with a sheath knife 
in her hand, ready at any instant to cut 
the rope that connected her craft with a 
sinking schooner, Mrs. Silas Dodd for nine 
hours passed through an ordeal that would 
have tried the nerve of a man of iron.

MOSQUITOES ARE CONVICTED 


Dr. Doty Declares That They Are the 
Propagators of the Dread Yel- 
low Fever. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—Dr. Doty, dis- 
cussing the death in Havana of Miss Clara 
Haas, reiterated his recently expressed 
opinion that the results achieved fully war- 
ranted the experiments that are being car- 
ried on in Cuba. 

‘We must not look simply at the deaths 
of the three persons in Havana," said Dr. 
Doty. ‘‘We must consider also the incal- 


culable numbér of lives that will be saved 
by this absolute proof that mosquitoes 
carry yellow fever. This was the only 
way to find it out. We now know beyond 
that people must protect them- 
netting, especially at night, from 
mosquitoes in districts infected with yel- 
low fever, and that they must get rid by 
drainage and other means of the unsani- 
tary conditions that favor the propggation 
of mosqultoes. 

“That such precautions against fnfection 
by mosquitoes produce the results intend- 
ed is shown by the fact that this year, for 
the first time in the medical history of 
Cuba, there has been no natural case of 
yellow fever in Havana, and only six or 
seven in the suburbs. Within six years 
there have been a8 many as five hundred 
cases In Havana at one time, with a con- 


‘sequent mortality of from 15 to 35 per cent,

IRISH PATRIOT WELL ENOWN IN 
ST. LOUIS CIRCLES. 


ONE OF MANCHESTER MARTYRS 


Was Imprisoned in Connection With 
the Crime, but Pardoned After 
Ten Years. 


A dispatch from New York states that 
Patrick Meleday, who is well known in 
Irish circles in St. Louis, is dying in St. 
Michael's Hospital in Newark, N. J. For 
several years Meleday was a leading light 
in Irish National and other Irish societies 
in this city. He was one of the most 
polished men in the world, his manners 
exceeding those of a Frenchman. Withal 
he was an Irish patriot and strove earnest- 
lv while in St. Louis to advance the cause 
of independence of his native land. 

Meleday many years ago was convicted 
and sentenced to life imprisonment in En- 
gland for complicity in the Fenian plot, 
for which the three Irishmen known to 
history as the ‘“‘Manchester martyrs’’ were 
executed. 

Meleday was pardoned after serving 10 
years of his sentence, and came to this 
country, going out West. He returned to 
Newark some months ago, in bad health. 
Meleday insists that he is innocent of the 
offense for which he was convicted. 

The men with whom he was said to have 
been connected and who died on the scaf- 
fold belonged to a Fenian organization and 
planned the rescue of two Irish-American 
suspects who were being conveyed to prison 
in Manchester. In the attack on the prison 
van a policeman was killed.

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RECENT RAINS CAUSES BIG DROP 
IN PRICES. 


CROP IS SAID TO BE AMPLE 


Commission Men Say Even Potatoes 
May Drop and Market Is Over- 
. loaded With Peaches. 


Third street commission merchants say 
the popular impression that vegetables of 
all kinds are scarce and that prices are 
unusually high just now is erroneous. 

They say that a change has come over 
the vegetable market during the past week 
and that, helped by recent rains, the vege- 
table crop is ample and prices correspond- 
ingly low. 

“Many persons imagine that vegetables 
are scarce and that prices for them are 
high because they do not see them in the 
meat shops about town,’’ said William 
Bentzen of the Bentzen Commission Co. 

The retuil dealers stopped keeping many 
of them when the prices went up early in 
the summer and have simply failed to com- 
mence now that prices have gone down. 

‘‘Aimost all kinds of vegetables and fruits 
are plentiful in this market right now, ex- 
cept potatoes. And, on nearly all vege- 
tables and fruits ,except potatoes, :the 
prices are much lower than they have been 
at any other time this summer. 

“Take peaches, for instance. 
market is simply overlaaded with peaches 
of all kinds—more than the commission 
men can get rid of. They are selling from 
2% to 40 cents a bushel, and one can buy 
half-bushel baskets as cheap as 20 cents. 

‘The recent rains have helped the vege- 
table crops wonderfully over ie the Ameri- 
can bottoms and at other near-by sections 
from which the St. Louis market is sup- 
plied. 


beans and lettuce have all been helped by 
these rains. Consequently there has been 
an increased supply on 
lower prices. 

“Early cabbage is now sold for from 
$50 to $60 a ton, that is, from 2% to 3 cents 
per pound. This cabbage comes from the 
bottoms. The heads are small but good 
and solid. 

“Canteloupes that are grown north of 
Baden are preferred by some buyers to the 
real Rocky Ford articles. They can _ be 
bought very cheap. For 90 cents one can 
get a basket containing about 1. 

‘‘Watermelons come in abundance from 
Iowa. They average 380 pounds and sell 
from 12% to 20 cents each. 

“Michigan celery is arriving in large 
quantities. Northern rains have helped the 
crop. The home-grown article will not 
come until later. 

‘“‘We look for a lower market on potatoes 
soon, too. At present they are high, selling 
at from $1.25 to $1.50 a bushel. There ought 
to be 80 loads coming into St. Louis a day 
about this time and, right now, there are 
only about 20. That causes the high price 
and makes the farmers, who have the 

oods, to a certain.extent, independent. 
Nearly every farmer who comes to town 
with a wagonload of potatoes takes away 
about $150 with him for his trouble. 

‘“‘We think the price will fall to below 
$1 when the fall and winter supply com- 
mences to come in.”’ 


A DIPLOMATIC POLICEMAN 


Persuaded Two Prisoners to Arrest 
Themselves While He Took Care 
of Two Others. 


Patrolman O'Connor of the Seventh dis- 
trict demonstrated Sunday afternoon, in 
handling four prisoners, that he has rare 
diplomatie qualities. 

While he was walking his beat he came 
upon four men who were fighting and ar- 
rested them. They had been driving, but, 
when the quarrel! started, they leaped from 
the vehicle and reve. Seeing that he 
would be unable to hold all of them prison- 
ers, the patrolman ordered two of them 
to jump in the buggy, drive to the Lafay- 
ette Park police station and arrange for 
bail for their two companions, who would 
be taken there later.
